biners, Scruitores, ye. The unſeen Treaſures, outvy'd 
the glitterirg Fronriſpiece : In this Drawer of 4 
Cabinet Fourty , "tocher Fifty, a Third a Hund: 
red Thouſand Pieces of Gold; a Fourth, Lockers of 
Diamor:d-, a Fifth, Ropes of Pearl, &c. And all too 
mean a Tribute to his Soveraign Meſſalina. And tru 
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ly now we talk of, Pearl and Diamonds, her own 

Cargo of Jewels, committed to the*true and trufty 

kalian Prieft aforeſaid, were under Sufpition of mil- 

carriage 3 both the Treafure and the Treaſurer being 

xt preſent Inviſible : We darenot ſarmize ſo unkindly, 

that 'Avarice, or filthy Worldly Lucre , could pre- 

rail upon fo SanCtity'd a Recluſe from the World, un- 

der a particular Vow of Poverty; and above all,thought 
worthy (as we told you) of the peculiar recommenda- 
tions of Father Pedro, could make Him tardy in ſuch 
a Caſe. But whether, on the more charitable fide, by 

ſome impulſe of Religion he reſerv'd them for Holy & 
Piows Uſes; as to preſent them to the Shrine of the Lor- 

rettian Diana, to imp!ore from her Ccaieſtial Bene- 
diction, ner Albion Majeſties Conception of a Dake 
of Eborac, to her Prince of Cami57r:4 ; or for any other 
like Dedication to Holy Mother Church, (o it is, that 
he was no ſooner gotten on Shoar, but modeſt good 
Man, he withdrew, and was never (-en after it. And 
notwithftanding Polydorus publiſh'd an Edict, pro- 
miſing a very ample Reward to that Perſon that ſhould 
find him, and recall the Wanderer: Either his Divine 
Contemplations, and fublimer Meditations , had 
rapt him above the liſtening to humane and mundane 
Proclamations ; or elſe his Devout Pilgrimage had 
carryed him beyond the hearing of them, ſo that his 
Recallment is utterly Deſpaired of ; infomuch, that 
unleſs her 4/b;0n Majeſty be content to take ont their 
Price in Dzrges for her Soul, 'tis thought for any other 
Reftitution or Payinent, ſhe now hopes but little. 
Palydorits now begins his approach to Meſſalina, re- 
folviag an immediate vigoruns S:epe, with all the For- 
ces he Can bring to Iye down before her: His dayly 
Vifits, Obſervance, and conftant Attendance, vhich 
at firſt carried onely the Face of common Gallantry, 
G aizd 
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and look'd upon by all Eyes as no other than the Ce. 
nerous Treatinent of a Royal Hoſpitality to Greatneh 
in Diſtre(s, and under his Protection ; are now both 
by his Looks, Behaviour, and Addrefs, ſo Induſtri. 


ouſly managed, that Me/ſalina ( unleſs ſhe wantedf; 


Eyes ) muſt find that in the Afſiduous Polydorny, 
there was ſomething more then a kind Hoft , v1, 
an Adoring Save. 
The Queen now fully fatisfied how great a Vaſſi 
her Eyes had won her, begins to confider the Wit 
Management of {o Important a Conqueſt. Pclydorui' 
Addreſs and Perlonzge, evenabitratted from his Im- 
perial Character, and the Luſter of a Crown, were 
ſuch az always ſtood tair in the Female Eyes, and ren» 
der'd his Heart no Gdiſ-acceptable Pieſent to the very 
Proudeſt and mot Diſdiinful Beauty. And our Meſ- 
ſa'ina who was neither the Coyeſt, or moſt In-ſen- 
fible of her Sex, already tzle a Commiſeration about 
her, that told her the Sighs of ſo Royal a Languiſher 
muſt not go unpittied. Time, Afitduity, and Ap- 
plication, the plainly foreſaw, would at lift inevitably 
prevail ; and theretore fancying itnolefs then the Ab- 
folate Ordainineat of her Fate, ſhe has no farther 
Thought then an entire Refignation to Immutable 
Decree. However, though the Stake muſt at laſt be 
loſt, yet the Playing ber Game ont Politickly, and 
marfaging her Cz1ds to her beſt Advyantaze,are in her 
own Choice and Power. Yes, that, and that onely 
t:kes up all the buſtne(s of her waking, and indeed 
{l-eping Thoughts. The Terms and Conditions of 4 
Surrender 3; What Parly ai.d Capitulations firſt ; what 
Reſolution and Obſtinacy (tor the ViEtory muſt not 
be Cheap) ſhe muſt hold out with, before the White 
Flag is atlaſt to be huag out. Her Meditations cn 
this ſubje&t had one Evening led her alone "uy all

Company into an Inner and Private Walk of the 
Garden 3 Wnen Polydorus, who'e unreſting Soul had 
[d his Body abroad too with much the ſame Contem- 
plations, fortunately meets her. This opportunity as 
it gave him the Blefling of a more Private Interview, 
then before he had met, ſo it inſpired him with the 
Courage of making a more amp!'e and particular De- 
caration of h1z Love, then all his hitherto fainter and 
diftant Addrefi-s had made. Accordingly throwing 
himſelf at her Feet, in the Tendereft and moſt Paſ- 
fonate Expreſſions (the never wanted Eloquence of 
Love) he told her how intirely the Soul of Po/ydorus 
was {ubjected to the Eyes of MeſſJa/ina : Nor did he 
more heighten the Progreſs ofher V Ctories, & Power 
of her Charm, then the Fatality of them; that with- 
out a Return of Pity his Death was Inevitable, whilſt 
his Peace, Happine's and Life were abſolutely in her 
Hands. The Queen, whoſe part was now to Play, 
with a ſeeming Amazement,rather than a liſtening At- 
tention , gave bim the Liberty of finiſhing his whole 
Declaration 3 when as Wakeing from a Frightful 
Dream, or Starting from a diſturbing Viſton, Good

Polydwrus) ſo Great, o Divinely Great, that the Gods 
bave ſingled you out to Weild their Thundzr, whit 
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there's not 0122 Bolt of Heaven that Strikes with Fay 
but Meſſilina's. Oh! Madam, if ever Compaſſim, 
Mercy, Charity, Enter'd the faireſt Temple that evn 
Lodg'd a God, have Pity on the Adoring, Kneeling, 
Dying Polydorus. My Life, alas, my wery Soul 
depends upon no other Doom but Meſſalina's ; for i 
the Deaf, the Cruel, the Inexorable Meſſalina muf 
not, cannot, till not Pity me, to Die ts but half th 
Tribute my Deſpair muſt pay her : The Tranſports o 
a Paſſion like mine are ſuch, that when I loſe al 
Hopes of one kind Smile from Mcſſalina, ſhe leavy 
me abandoned to that Wild Torrent of unbounded Hm. 
rour s, that leſs then the Abjurins of Humanity , th 
Execrating of Providence, and Curſing the ve 
Authour of my Bering, will be the fatal Conſequences 
my irreſiſtible Deſperation; a Deſperation ſo hideoty 
that when T fall a Vitim to her Scorn, watl ſhut m 
out at once from Earth and Heaven. Meſſaiimg, 
not at all Diſpleaſed at ſo Paſſionate a Declaration, 
however to continue the Maſque of a moſt Rigid an( 
Obdurate Virtue, Reprimands him with all the $ 
vereft Reſentments imaginable , defires him , nay, 
Conjures him for ever to Ceaſe a Suit ſo Fruitleſ, 
and a Thought (© Impiovs, a Language that her ur- 
blemiſht never ſt:aken Virtue can fo little hear, tht 
rather then live within the Air of ſo mnch Guilt, her 
wounded Innoeence muſt be forced to Fly a Crue 
Court, and ſeek a Refuge in ſome kinder and more 
Hoſpitable Defart. Ah ! Madam, reply'd Polydorw, 
Then you have Decreed Mankind muſt be undone! 
Shall Empires, Nattons, People, have Peace, mhenl 
have none !

are, you break 'em all. Betray ana Conquer. Heawv'n 
ne'er hept Faith with me, an1 'tis but Reaſon, we 
the Vicegerents of the Gods ſhou!d Copy their own 
everlaſting Falſehood, and Reign Immortal Infidels 
like themſelves. Tou have my Orders; to your Poſt ; 
Obey and Proſper. The General , upon the Kings
